No. EP. 38-1190.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Section 45 of the Food Corporations Act,

1. (i) These Regulations may be called the Food 
Corporation of India (Staff) (1st Amendment) Regu¬ 
lations, 1993. 

(ii) (a) The foot note to be added under Regula¬ 
tion 29-A in respect of the employees on IDA pat¬ 
tern shall come into force w.e.f. 1-8-83 

(b) The New Regulation 29-B to be added below 
Regulation 29-A shall be effective from 1-7-90. 

2. The following note shall be incorporated below 
Regulation 29-A of the FCI (Staff) Regulations, 
1971 :— 

NOTE (i) The ex'sting Regulation 29-A will cease to 
be in operation in respect of the employees 
governed by CDA Pattern Pay Scales 
w.e.f. 1-7-9P and a new Regulation 29(B) 
shall be applicable to them w.e.f. the above 
date. 

(ii) In the case of employees who are on IDA. 
Pattern Pay Scales w.e.f. 1-8-83 for the 
purpose of encashment of E.L. emoluments 
include the Basic Pay, Special Pay, Personal 
Pay, IDA and Interim Relief. 

3. The following New Regulation 29-B shall be 
inserted below the existing Regulation 29-A of the 
FCI (Staff) Regulations, 1971. 

Regulation 29-B : Encashment of Earned Leave 
while in Service|Superannuation[ 
Resignation for C.D.A. Optee 
Employees. 

(i) Encashment of Earned Leave shall be allow¬ 

ed to regular employees (including Food 
Transferees) of the Corporation while in 
service;! superannuation and resignation 
governed by Central DA Pattern Pay Scales, 
in accordance with the terms and conditions 
laid down in Appendix-6. For the purpose 
of this Regulation, the expression 
“EARNED LEAVE’’ shall not include the 
unavailed portion of joining time credited 
to the leave account as Earned Leave under 
Regulation-30. 

(ii) A New Appendix-6 shall be added after the 

existing Appendix-5 in the FCI (Staff) Re¬ 
gulations, 1971 as follows :— 


APPENDIX—6 

Terms and conditions governing the Encashment of 
E.L. by the regular employees of the Corporation who 
are on CDA pattern pay scales while in service, 
Superannuation and resignation under Regulation 29-B. 

All regular employees of the FCI (including food 
transferees) who are on CDA pattern pay scales may 
be allowed to encash E.L. to the extent indicated be¬ 
low only once in a calendar year by the authorities 
competent to sanction E.L. 

2. Encashment of Earned Leave is not permissible 
to following classes of employees 

(a) Employees working on daily wages|contract 
basis; 

(b) Deputationists from Central Government! 
State Government! other Public Undertak¬ 
ings; 

(c) Trainees|Apprentices; and 

(d) Employees under suspension; 

3. Applicability. 

(j) Only Earned Leave on full pay would be al¬ 
lowed to be encashed and not any other 
kind of leave like sick leave, half pay leave, 
casual leave etc. 

(ii) The Earned Leave account of all employees 

would be maintained in two sections : 

(a) encashable leave account and 

(b) non-cncashable leave account. 

Of the total earned leave at the credit as on 
30-6-1990, 50 per cent of the uccrued Earned Leave 
will be credited to encashable leave account and 50 
per cent to the non-encashable leave account. Simi¬ 
larly, the Earned Leave earned in the future, from 
time to time, will also be divided into two perts^Ttla 
credited to the two accounts in the ratio of 50 : 50. 
Any part or whole of the encashable leave can be 
availed of as leave and it is not necessary that it 
should be encashed. 

(iii) For encashing Earned Leave from the en¬ 
cashable leave account, an employee will 
have to actually avail himself of an equal 
amount of Earned Leave. However, this re¬ 
quirement of actually availing of Earned 
Leave would be subject to a celling of 30 
days. The requirement of actually availing 
a matching period of leave could be relaxed 
if the full amount of Earned Leave required 
to be taken as per the scheme is not granted 
by the Management on account of exigen¬ 
cies of work. 

(iv) Cash equivalent to be paid for the encashed 
leave would be restricted to pay and dear¬ 
ness allowance and should not include any 
other allowance. 

(v) The payment made towards encashment 
would not be reckoned for any other pur- 
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pose like gratuity, provident fund, bonus 
etc. 1 

(iv) The ceiling on accumulation of encashable 
Earned Leave would be 50% of the ceiling 
on total accumulation of Earned Leave as 
per BPE’s OM No. 2(27)|85-BPE (WC) 
dated 42-4-1987. 

(vii) Earned Leave at credit will not be encash¬ 
ed if an employee is dismissed, terminated, 
removed from service under the disciplinary 
provisions of the FCI (Staff) Regulations, 
1971. 

(viii) Cash payment of un-utilised leave on retire- 
mentjsuperannuation may be made strictly 
in accordance with the relevant provisions 
of the CCS (Leave) Rules, 1972 as amend¬ 
ed from time to time. 

(ix) An employee who resigns or quits service 
may be allowed 50 per cent encashment of 
non-encashable earned leave to his | her 
credit on the date of cessation of service. 
This would be limited to the maximum of 
60 days as per BPE’s OM No. 2(27)|85| 
BPE (WC) dt. 24-4-1987. 

(x) It is further clarified that the 50 per cent 
encashment of non-encashable leave as in¬ 
dicated at SI. No. (ix) above (restricted to 
60 days) will be in addition to encashment 
of the encashable leave i.e., to say that hc( 
she will get 75 per cent encashment of total 
Earned Leave at his|her credit while resign¬ 
ing from service. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM : 

The revised scheme for encashment of earned 
leave once in a calendar year during the service for 
the employees who are governed by the Central DA 


pattern pay scales was introduced in the Cooperation 
with effect from 1-7-1990 vide WRC Circular No. 
12 of 1990 dated 25-6-1990 (Para No. 10 refers). 
The said circular was issued based on the DPE in¬ 
structions contained in OM No. 2(43) |9Q|DPC(WC) 
dated 12-6-1990 which inter-alia communicates 
the decision of the Central Government for imple¬ 
mentation of the HPPC recommendations for revision 
of pay scales and perquisites to the Public Sector En¬ 
terprises following the II1|TV CPC DA pattern. The 
said memorandum of the DPE was issued with the ap¬ 
proval of the Centra] Government and as per the 
direction of the Supreme Court of India vide its order 
dated 3-5-1990. 

2. As ped the existing instructions, the calculation 
of Earned Leave to the employees of the Corporation 
is on half yearly basis i.e. 1st January and 1st July 
every year. As the Corporation has adopted the re¬ 
commendation contained in HPPC report as per WRC 
Circular No. 12 of 1990 dated 25-6-1990 and in 
view of the fact that the next calculation of Earned 
Leave i$ from 1-7-90, it was decided with the ap¬ 
proval of the Chairman that the revised procedure of 
encashment of Earned Leave while in service to the 
emploees of the Corporation governed by the III & 
IV CPC DA pattern will be effective from 1-7-1990 

3. In odder to regularise the payment already made 
to CDA optce employees on account of leave en¬ 
cashment as per the revised procedure during the 
period 1-7-90 onwards, the schemes being incorpora¬ 
ted in the Staff Regulations as Regulation 29-B 
which shall take retrospective effect from 1-7-1990. 
However, the cases on account of encashment of 
earned leave settled prior to 1st July, 1990 i.e. upto 
30th June, 1990 shall not be reopened.
